Apply warm t. the floor with a
brugh; when the floor is dry, which
it will be in a few hours, give it a
coat of boil. . linseed oil. It is
claimed that it will wear like iron, is
cheap and loo® ' well. A light color
does not show dust as much as a dark
color.—Mrg.

Maraschino Mousse—For a party
of six, allow one point of cream, two
teaspoonfuls of granulated gelatine,
half a cup of powdered sugar (or fine
granulated), & d a small bottle of
maraschino cherries, (to be had at
any timé at t¥': grocers). Soak the
gelatinz in cold water, dissolve in a
little boi'ing water, strain, and al-
low it ‘), become cold. BStir the
sugar into the creem and whip to a
stifi froth; add the gelatine water
little by little, beating all the while,
Then add ‘the liquor from the
cherries, a little at a time, until
flavored to tas':. Drop the cherries
in lightly,” so. they are seattered
through the ereamw, and pour all into
a mold, Cover tigit and pack in ice
and salt for' three hours. Turn out
of the mold and serve. As the dash
does not have to be usged, the work
ie not much, Yut the result is satis-
factory.

Green Goosgeberry Pudding— This
should be gerved with whipped e¢ream
for sauce. Stem, bur and boil one
pint of green gooseberies until soft,
which will .ake but a few minutes,
then sweeten to taste, Let this get
quite cold; mix four well beaten eggs
and one ounce of butter. Butter a
mold and sprinkle it thickly with
equal parts of sugar and fine rolled
bread crumbs; then pour in the
stewed berries, carefully, cover the
top nearly half a.. inch thick with
the crumbs and sugar, put into the
oven and bake for an hour. When
taken from th: oven, cover with a
cloth, and turn out only when served.

Removing Mildew

To remove aildew, rub the dis-
colored spots with lemon juice and
sprinkle with galt, another is to wet
them with warm water, Tub on a
little soap, then sprinkle with
powdered French chalk and galt; lay
in the sun with either of these treat-
ments, and repeat if necessary. If
these methods fail, bleach water I8
made by boiling a teaspoonful of
borax in a quart of water, and wet
with this, A very strong bleach is
made by mixing one ounce of chloride
of lime and one ounce of washing
soda, pouring over the mix'ture a
quart of boiling walter. Stir well
and let stand f-r ;. day before using.
Strain through fine muslin, and after
wetting with this, be sure to wash
well before putting away.
